Hungarian,  or  Turkish  subject,  wherever  resident, 
nr  to  any  one  on  his  behalf,  or  to  or  on  behalf  of 
any  person  resident  in  Germany.  Austro-Hungary, 
or  Turkey,  of  whatever  nationality,  without  the 
express  licence  of  the  Crown  acting  through  the 
Minister  of  Finance;  and  if  any  distribution  or 
payment  is  made  contrary  to  this  condition  the 
grant  of  probate  or  letters  of  administration  will 
be  forthwith  revoked. 

.3.  Ai\y  a])p]icant  for  letters  of  administration 
or  probate  during  the  war  shall  furnish  evidence 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Judge  to  whom  applica- 
tion is  made  that  the  person  in  respect  to  whose 
estate  such  probate  or  letters  of  administration  are 
applied  for  was  not  a German,  Austro-Hungarian, 
or  Turkish  subject;  or,  failing  such  evidence,  shall 
produce  the  licence  of  the  Crown  that  such  probate 
or  letters  of  administration  may  be  granted.

Attorney-General.  ( Our  I’rovince  of  British 
Columbia  for  the  year  1915,  being  “An  Act  to 
confer  certain  I*owers  upon  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  respecting  Contracts  relat- 
ing to  Land,”  as  amended  by  chapter  ,34  of  the 
Statutes  of  Our  said  I’rovince  for  the  year  1916. 
H is  Majesty's  Lieutenant-Governor  for  the  said 
Province  in  Council  has  power  by  Proclamation  to 
confer  certain  authorities  upon  the  .Tudges  of  the 
Supreme  and  County  Courts  in  Our  said  Province 
and  to  make  certain  other  declarations  in  respect 
of  certain  instruments  affecting  land  situate  within 
the  Province  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  and  in 
said  Act  set  out : 

And  'Whereas  it  is  expedient  that  provision  should 
be  made  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act,  as  amended 
as  aforesaid,  for  all  such  purposes : 

Now  therefore.  We  have  thought  fi't,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  Our  Executive  Council  of  Out  said 
Province,  to  issue  this  Our  Proclamation,  and  We 
do  hereby  proclaim,  direct,  declare,  and  ordain  as 
follows : — 

1.  In  this  Proclamation — - 

“ Instrument  ” means  and  includes  any  mortgage, 
charge,  encumbrance,  agreement  of  sale  or  purchase, 
or  other  instrument  charging  land  with  the  pay- 
ment of  money,  in  respect  of  or  affecting  land 
situate  within  the  Province,  and  created  or  made 
prior  to  the  fourth  day  of  August,  1914  ; but  shall 
not  include  liens  under  the  “ Mechanics’  Lien  Act  ” 
or  a certificate  of  judgment. 

“ Land  ” includes  all  real  property,  and  every 
estate,  right,  title,  and  interest  in  land  or  real 
property,  both  legal  and  equitable,  and  of  whatso- 
ever nature  and  kind,  and  any  contingent,  execu- 
tory, or  future  interest  therein,  and  a possibility 
coupled  with  an  interest  in  such  land  or  real  prop- 
erty, whether  the  object  of  the  gift  or  limitation  of 
such  interest  or  possibility  be  ascertained  or  not. 
and  also  a right  of  entry,  whether  immediate  or 
future,  and  whether  vested  or  contingent,  into  and 
upon  any  land.

or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company  ; or  other 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relates  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a 
Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature 
and  object  of  the  application  and,  where  the  appli- 
cation refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant ; such  notice  to  be 
published  as  follows  : — ■ 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
alTected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newsp.aper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished.

Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Commiltee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thei'eon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  sus[)onded  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  herc'inbefore  limiti'd,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days 
bc'forc  the  opening  of  tin;  Session,  a j)rinled  copy 
of  such  Bill,  a coi)y  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House,  togclhcr  uilh  copies  of  the  notices 
put)tishc(l.  Such  i)ublication  to  be  pi’oved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Pull, 
the  .ajiplicant  shall  also  jiay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundi’ed  dollai’S.  If  a copy

whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special
